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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "104" and "207", "105" and "208", "106" and "209" have 
been used to designate shorter leg, longer leg, and tapering block respectively. In 
general the reference characters shown in Fig. 1 and Fig. 2 do not match. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The drawings are also objected to as 
failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 -84(p)(5) because they include the following reference 
character(s) not mentioned in the description: 202, 205, 206, 207, and 208. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d), or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The expression "a set of office chair mechanism" as stated in claim 1 line 15 is 
unclear. The figures and the specification in the instant application appear to show just 
one office chair mechanism not a set. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 

rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: none of the prior art cited teach the use of a tapering block with a wedge angle 

thatis equal to inclination angle of a deck, when affixed in the manner claimed in 

combination with the other recited features.
